a telegram was received in I-ondon 
this morning from Pretoria saying 
that Mr. 8teyn and General De Wet 
and Botha had agreed upon terms of 
peace. 
The telegram indicates that 
the British terms have been accepted 
and that peace has been arranged.

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Mica stone Is Home Again aint Talks 
Ahum the Brogan.1*. 
New York, April ll.—Miss Ellen M. 
Stone, th** missionary who was cap­ 
tured by brigands in Bulgaria and held 
for ransom -arrived here yesterday on 
the Deutschland. 
She looked pale 
and worn and said the sea voyage had 
made her very IU. She was met at the 
steamer s pier by her brother, Chaa. 
A. Stone and by many other relatives 
and friends. Miss Stone said the brig­ 
ands were not so fierce as might have 
been imagined. 
They said many in­ 
sulting things but never stru< k or beat 
either her or her companion. Mme. 
Tsilka. 
“There have been several reports 
printed wliieh stated that Mme. Tsilka 
had been held for ransom by our cap­ 
tors.” said Miss Stone, “but that is a 
mistake. 
I was the one they wanted 
and they always take a married lady 
to chaperone a single one, Do matter 
how old the latter may be. The brig­ 
ands meant to take the first married 
woman they came across, to accom­ 
pany me. but the one they first found 
happened to be Mrs. Wosheva. a na­ 
tive missionary and a widow, who was 
very IU at the time. Mrs. Tsilka was 
therefor© decided on by the brigands, 
for which I was very thankful after­ 
ward. and I will tell you why. 
“Seven weeks before we were re­ 
leased a baby was born to Mrs Tsilka. 
The brigands had by this time become 
so Insulting and cruel in their remarks 
that it was becoming unbearable. The 
appearance of the baby stopped all 
this, for the reason that the brigands 
of Turkey believe that a curse will 
settle on them lf they do harm to a 
child or Its mother. 
Our treatment 
after the birth cf the baby was ex 
cellent. 
We began to be better fed. 
although I must admit that it was 
generally very good and the sneering 
remarks stopped. 
It was when the negotiations for 1 
our release fell through or became dis-1 
torbed that we were subject to our 
worst treatment. 
‘You are to die 20 
days from now,’ or ‘We will put a 
bullet In your brain soon,’ were some 
of the pleasant things that they said 
to us.” Miss Stone said she would go 
at once to Chelsea. Mass., to see her 
mother, who is more than 90 years 
old.

Detroit, April ll.—What the police 
consider to be a strong link In the 
chain of circumstantial evidence that 
they are weaving about Prof. Joseph 
M. Miller, aged 47, a music teacher 
an i a married man with a family, who 


13 under arrest on suspicion of brutally 
murdering Miss Carrie M. Jennett on 
Thirteenth street just before midnight 
Wednesday night was discovered last 
evening. 
It Is a blood-stained hatchet which 
was found in the drawer of a table in 
Miller’s kitchen. 
There is now the 
following 
circumstantial 
evidence 
against Prof, Miller, who was the girl’s 
music teacher and had paid her such 
marked atUutions that her father had 
asked him to keep away from the 
house: Wrhen he was examined at the 
Grand River avenue police station yes­ 
terday what are supposed to be blood­ 
stains were found on his shirt-sleeves, 
his trousers, shoes, hat and overcoat; 
a towel was discovered in his kitchen 
with what are supposed to be blood­ 
stains on it; when he was asked for 
an explanation of the stains on his 
clothing he gave none, and finally the 
blood-stained hatchet found last night. 
Miss Jennett, who was 22 years of 
age and who would have become a 
mother In a few months, was murdered 
by a blow on the head which broke her 
neck, and her throat was cut from 
car to ear. A blow from some instru­ 
ment made a hole in the middle of her 
forehead, and behind her left ear was 
a deep stab-wound evidently made by 
the same Instrument that was used 
to cut her throat. In addition to these 
ghastly wounds a heavy blow had been 
I struck on the side of her face, fractur­ 
ing the cheek-bone. 
Her mutilated 
body was found in this condition in a 
lonely spot on Thirteenth street. 
It 
was taken to the morgue and not Iden­ 
tified until morning. Miss Jennett left 
her home Wednesday evening to at­ 
tend a meeting of the Rebekah lodge. 
of which she was a member. She left 
the meeting about IO o'clock and was 
not seen again alive. 
The father in­ 
formed the police of his daughter’s In­ 
fatuation for Prof. Miller, and the 
teacher was placed under arrest. Mil- 
; ler left his house Wednesday evening 
to attend a lodge meeting on Baker 
street and returned about 11:20 o’clock 
apparently cool and undisturbed. 
He 
alleges that he did not leave the meet­ 
ing until ll o’clock, but several per­ 
sons who were there say he left be­ 
tween IO and 10:20 o’clock. The mur­ 
der was committed at five minutes 
after l l o’clock, as near as officers 
can learn. 
It would have been possi­ 
ble for Miller to go from the hall on 
Baker street to the scene of the crime 
in 20 minutes. While the police think 
they have strong circumstantial evi­ 
dence against the suspect they admit 
that they are still far short of enough 
to convict him of the murder. 
Noth- 
I Ing can be gained from Miller by ques- 
; tloning. 
He simply insists that he 
knows nothing of the murder.

Cuban R eciprocity and C hinese E x­ 
clusion Hold the Scions. 
Washington, April ll.—The debate 
on the Cuban reciprocity bill in the 
house yesterday was devoid of enliv­ 
ening features. 
The most notable 
speech of th* day was by Mr. Grosve­ 
nor of Ohio. He answered the critics 
who have charged him with inconsis­ 
tency by saying that reciprocity was 
sound Republican doctrine and that 
tariff schedules were not sacred. 
He 
predicted that the time would come, 
although It had not yet arrived, when 
there would be an Inexorable demand 
for revision of the present rates. 
An 
effort was made late In the day in the 
senate to obtain an agreement for a 
vote on the Chinese exclusion bill, but 
it was unsuccessful.

League. 
W. E. Stanley, governor of 
the state of Kansas, was elected pres­ 
ident The object of the organization, 
which is non-partisan, is to wage a 
campaign of education concerning the 
“urgent need of reciprocal trade rela­ 
tions with foreign nations." 


Terre Haute, Ind., April ll.—Presi­ 
dent Mitchell and other members of 
the executive board of the United Mine 
Workers, the full scale committee of 
the miners in the block coal fields, 
and 
Operators Zimmerman, Risher 
and Zellar held a meeting last night 
at Brazil and an effort was made to 
reach a settlement of the wage scale 
for the year in the Indiana block coal 
district. 
Tho conference lasted from 
6 o’clock until IO o’clock and adjourn­ 
ed without reaching an agreement. If 
the operators change any of the prop­ 
ositions that 
they have made, the 
scale in its revised form would be re­ 
ferred back to the locals again for don- 
sideration. It was stated that the sit­ 
uation looks brighter as a result of 
the conference. 
At present several 
thousand men have been idle since the 
first of April, when tha agreement for 
the year expired. Another conference 
is being held today.

C ortege

R e m a in s W as F iv e M iles L ong. 
Buluwayo, lf a. ta belaud, April ll.-— 
Amid an immense throng of soldiers, 
civilians and natives the body of Cecil 
Rhodes was yesterday committed to 
its rock tomb in the Matoppo hills. 
The coffin was shrouded in a union 
jack and the wreath sent by Queen 
Alexandra was laid upon it as It was 
lowered into the grave. 
The proces­ 
sion was five miles long as it wound 
through the hills and gorges. 
Every 
sort of conveyance was made use of. 
Some were on foot, others were on 
horseback or on bicycles, while still 
others were in wagons and carriages. 
When the procession was a mile from 
the grave everybody dismounted and 
concluded the journey on foot. 
Twelve oxen hauled the coffin to the 
almost inaccessible summit of the 
kopje, where the chiefs Shembli, Faku 
and Umgula and 2,000 natives had as­ 
sembled to witness the Christian in­ 
terment rites, which they afterward 
supplemented in their own fashion by 
the sacrifice of 15 oxen to the shade 
of the great dead chief. 
Thousands of white persons congre­ 
gated around the wind-swept hill. The 
grave was encircled by six boulders. 
The interment was extremely impres­ 
sive. 
The 
“dead 
march” 
echoed 
through the hills and the natives stood 
like statues. 
Tears were in the eyes 
of many of the onlookers. The bishop 
of Mashonaland. who conducted the 
Interment service, said: “I consecrate 
this place forever. 
Here he thought. 
here he lived and died for the empire. ’ 
When the coffin was lowered Into 
the tomb chiseled in the solid rock, 
all those present sang “Old Hundred.” 
and “Now the Laborer’s Task Is O’er.” 
The remainder of the funeral service 
was chanted and the band played the 
dead march from “Saul." 
The tomb 
was covered with wreaths.

The officers say that 
no information was secured from her 
that would help identify her husband’s 
slayer. 
Heywood's murderer first shot him 
and then crushed in his forehead with 
some heavy instrument. 
The bullet 
, took effect behind his right ear and 
itself would have caused death.

murderer apparently then stooped over 
, his victim and dealt him an awful 
I blow on the forehead. 
After Jones’ 
arrest, officers searched his room at 
j the Heywood house. 
Jones was a 
plumber and made a specialty of re­ 
pairing gas stoves. In his kit of tools 
was

hammer 
which the officers assert fits perfectly 
the hole in Heywood’s forehead.

How Money Is Being Saved to the 


Tax-Payers of the State by the Busi­ 


ness Management Being Inaugurat* 


ed in Our Public institutions. 


A few years ago there was much ex­ 
travagance practiced and many a dol­ 
lar lost in the handling of public mon- 
ey, for no other reason than that sys­ 
tem and order were not wanted and 
never inaugurated to carefully account 
for the same. 
Under the old management of our 
state institutions, every article pur­ 
chased was clumped into one or more 
store-rooms without regard to quantity 
or quality purchased, and after the 
supplies had been delivered it was the 
business of no one officer to have 
charge of same and see that only the 
amount required for each day was de­ 
livered to the various departments; 
but, instead, the head of each depart­ 
ment, and often those who were not 
at the head of the departments in the 
institutions had keys to the store­ 
room and authority to help them­ 
selves, 
Such methods could not help 
but be wasteful and would never be 
permitted by an individual or private 
corporation. 
Not only were such methods prac­ 
ticed, but in ordering supplies bids 
were never received and no attempts 
made to purchase where the tax payer 
would receive the benefit by getting 
the best possible prices. 
Under this method of transacting 
the state’s business in our institutions, 
more money was wasted in the inriis- 
i criminate handling of supplies.in the 
various store-rooms and buildings than 
It would take to build a room of suf­ 
ficient size to accommodate everything 
necessary to carry in stock. 
At the beginning of the late Gover­ 
nor Mount’s administration, those who 
were responsible for the management 
of the institutions of the state began 
to introduce new ideas with a view 
of conducting the affairs of our insti­ 
tutions upon business methods. 
In order to see what has been ac­ 
complished it is only necessary for one 
to take a day off and visit any of the 
public institutions of our state as they 
are today managed. 
TJhe writer has 
gone to the trouble of carefully inves­ 
tigating and going through one of the 
institutions of the state, and believes 
what he has found would be of interest 
to every tax payer, and will describe. 
as near as he can, the method and 
manner of doing business in the insti­ 
tution that he visited. 
Upon entering the institution I was 
at once satisfied that business methods 
are being used, from the cleanliness 
that can be seen On every side and tho 
orderly and gentlemanly manner in 
which the officers conduct themselves. 
I was more particularly interested In 
the large and commodious store-room, 
where every dollar’s worth of supplies 
that was purchased for the institution 
was delivered. 
This store-room was 
of sufficient size to admit of syste 
matic methods by which articles of 
certain denomination and size may !<- 
kept, not only separate, but also in 
such manner that they are readily ac- 
I cessible at any time. 
Into this room every article purchas­ 
ed for the Institution was delivered, 
checked up and compared with a du­ 
plicate invoice which is furnished the 
storekeeper. It Is imperative that this 
be done before any of the goods pur­ 
chased are issued to the departments 
for which they are intended. 
This 
duplicate is given a number by the 
storekeeper, the first invoice received 
at the beginning of the fiscal year be­ 
ing No. I and continuing the numbers 
I consecutively through the year as tho 
Invoices are received. 
The article so purchased is given 
the same number as the duplicate in- 
J voice, and in addition is given the 
This 
is necessary in case the goods pur­ 
chased should be carried into another 
year. 
The footings of these duplicate in­ 
voices must compare with the original 
invoice from which the vouchers are 
made, at the end of each month, or 
upon any day that the superintendent 
of the institution deems it necessary 
to call upon the storekeeper to furnish 
such footings. 
This part of the system places the 
goods in the store-room and charges 
them 
to the storekeeper upon tile 
books of the store-room as well as 
upon the books in the chief clerk’s 
I found that 
the officer in charge of this store-room 
was very conversant and knew exact­ 
ly where to find any one of a thou­ 
sand articles that were under his care, 
and that he was able to advise the 
superintendent 
at any time he was 
called upon 
of the condition 
and 
amount of supplies on hand and to 
accurately show from his records file 
daily demands upon the store-room by 
the various departments of the insti­ 
tution. 
I found that this could only 
be done by a system of records, requi- 


eomfort and safety of its patrons.

St* a%? ta ad­ 
vance, ana as soon as tne storekeeper 
receives these requisitions from the 
various departments of the institution 
he immediately sends them to the su­ 
perintendent’s office, 
who carefully 
considers the various articles asked 
for, and if in his judgment they are 
necessary, he gives his approval by 
signing each requisition and sending 
them back to the storekeeper. 
The 
storekeeper then carefully goes over 
each requisition, giving it the store 
number. 
If there is anything called 
for on the requisition that is not in 
stork, lie at once makes an order on 
the superintendent for the items. This 
request must be in the hands of the 
superintendent at IO o’clock each day. 
I found that the storekeeper very 
carefully weighs out and measures up 
the articles called for by each depart­ 
ment and delivers them at 3 o’clock 
of that day, getting the officer’s re­ 
ceipt, for the supplies on the requisi 
tion heretofore made. 
The storekeep­ 
er then takes these requisitions and 
credits himself on the stock record 
with the amount of each item issued, 
the credits being in dollars and cents 
and being 
the actual cost that is 
shown by his duplicate invoice. 
This 
stock record is a large book that will 
show’ at a glance every article that is 
in the store-room. 
In the first column 
of this record is given the amount of 
the article on hand at the beginning 
of the month, then the amount receiv­ 
ed during the month, the invoice num 
bor, price and total value. 
Then fol­ 
lows 31 spaces for the daily issue for 
the month, the total of w’hich {s the 
issue for the entire month deducted 
from the amount on hand and pur­ 
chased during the month, leaving the 
amount on hand at *he end of the 
month. Or, in o her words, the store­ 
keeper at any time can tell from this 
record exactly what he bes on Mud 
of any article with which he is charg­ 
ed, and can furnish an accurate in­ 
ventory of the $5.0co worth of supplies 
that are usually in stock, by having 
one day’s notice. 
After too r nulsi- 
tlons referred to are completed and 
entered on the hooks of the storekeep­ 
er. they are sent to the clerk's office, 
where an abstract of the footings of 
each day’s supplies are made m d on 
tered into a book for that purpose 
showing the daily cost of each depart 
merit, and at the end of the month a 
recapitulation is made showing the 
monthly cost of each department. 
It 
w’as very noticeable in making this ex­ 
amination. that it was possible for the 
superintendent, at the close of each 
day’s work, to accurately tell what it 
had cost for that day to m n each de­ 
partment and to also tell exactly what 
it had cost to feed each inmate of the 
institution for that day. which amount 
varied from six to seven cents per day. 
One department of this storeroom 
that was very Interesting to me was 
what they termed th“ "condemnation” 
room, and before the head of any de­ 
partment is permitted to draw any­ 
thing new from the store-room, he is 
compelled where possible to duplicate 
it with the old or worn-out article. 
This article is condemned by the 
storekeeper and stored away in this 
room in lots of ten or twenty, so that 
at the end of the year they can be 
carefully counted by th e board of man­ 
agers and orders given for their dis 
posal. 
This feature alone’ more than 
twice ovt.r pays the officer who is re 
sponsible for the safe-keeping of all 
the supplies purchased for the insti­ 
tution. 
I als; found tha* this store­ 
room was the manufacturing center of 
the institution; bt re all institutional 
clothing, shoes, tobacco, or any artiH 
that is necessary to be ma ie for the 
inmates, was manufactured and an ac 
curate cost of same was kept by the 
storekeeper. 
It has been demonstrat­ 
ed that a great saving is made to the 
state by the institution manufacturing 
these articles. The tobac co for which 
they had been paying from 28 to 32 
cents per pound was now being made 
for from 8 to 9 cents and a much bet­ 
ter quality than they had purchased 
Shoes that c ost from $1.50 to $ 1.60 per 
pair were now being made for $1.21 
and a much better shoe. 
Discharge 
clothing, or suits that are given the 
inmates when they are released from 
prison now cost the state about $4 per 
suit and a better suit than could be 
bought for twice that money when 
purchased under the old way of doing 
business at the institution. It has cer­ 
tainly been demonstrated that system 
and order is our public institutions 
lead to economy, and the people of 
the state are to be congratulated upon 
the manner in which the public affairs 
of our state are being handled, and 
there is nothing about a public institu­ 
tion that will induce its officers to be 
economical more than to have their 
daily transactions on record so that 
same is subject to inspection at all 
times by the board of managers, super­ 
intendent, or the public. 
System and 
method are the fundamental princi­ 
ples of economy, and as long as the 
state of Indiana continues as it is In 
the management of its state affairs, 
the chance for scandal arni corruption 
in the handling of public funds will 
be reduced to the minimum. 
I find further that in consulting the 
statistics of the state, if the per capita 
cost of maintaining our state institu­ 
tions In 1899 had been what it was in 
1891, it would 
have cost the state 
$340,539.76 more money. 
This saving 
can be accounted for in no other way 
than by the strict business manage­ 
ment that has been introduced.
